The moderator, Rey, Dr. Baird, re- 
minded the assembly that the Huddle 
son's Bay Company, had, of its own 
accord refused to sell liquor to the 
Indian population of the couniry fer 
a great many years before the Inw re- 
quired this action, He also called at- 
tention to the fdct that the decision te 
fght for this privilege was not made 
by the officials in this country but by 
the officers in London, 

Rey. J. 8. Henderson, of Vancouver, 
said that he was not usually given to 
mincing matters, but in this ease he 
did not think that it was neceasary to 
mention the name of the company.

The man who does not pay taxes 
may be fairly asked to patronize 
the street railway in preference to 
other means of conveyance, on the 
ground that he has an interest in 
maintaining the credit of the city. 
While he does not pay taxes he is 
asharer in the conditions which 
prevail in the city, as these are 
affected by the good or bad state of 
the city’s credit. Sidewalks, 
water and sewer service, clectric 
light, telephone, fire and police 
protection, all cost money. To 
effect the city’s capital. invest- 
ments the property owners have 
borrowed more than thirty mil- 
lions of dollars, and to keep up the 
services they pay annually about 
three millions of taxes. The con- 
tinuance of these services depends 
Upon the tax-payers being able to 
keep on meeting the current ex- 
penses and to pay interest and 
sinking fund charges on the capi- 
tal borrowed. When patronage is 
diverted from a public utility to a 
private enterprise the stability of 
the public enterprise is lessened, 
the burden thrown upon the tax- 
payer is increased, and the _pros- 
pect of his being able to stand the 
strain is correspondingly reduced. 
Whether the city’s credit is good 
or bad fixes largely the question 
of whether public improvements 
can goon. If the city, through 
thé unprofitable operation of its 
utilities, should go into bank- 
ruptey the tenant would share 
with the property-owner in the 
harder times that must of neces- 
sity follow. While, therefore, he 
has not been asked to help provide 
the capital and is not asked to help 
pay the running expenses of the 
city, the non-owner of property 
has'a real though less apparent in- 
terest in giving what patronage he 
has to give to the enterprises

GERMANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF LUTZOW 


Enemy Lost Nearly 7,000 Men at 
Jutland Battle—-More Admis- 
missions to Come 


London, June 8.—The' Copenhagen 
correspondentof the Daily Mail learns 
from Kiel that the first unofficial esti- 
mate of German losses in the North 
Sen gave the number of killed at 800, 
of wounded at 1,400 and missing 4,600. 

Berlin, June 8, via London,—An offi- 
cial statement Issued today gives the 
total loss of the German high-seas 
orces during the battle off Jutland and 
up to the present time as one _ battle 
cruiser, one ship of the line of older 
construction, four small cruisers and 
iive torpedo boats, 

“For Military Reasons.” 

The statement says: “Or these losses 
the battleship Pommern was launched 
in 1906, The loss of the cruisers 
Wiesbaden, Blbing, Frauenlob and five 
torpedo boats has already been report- 


ed in official statements, ‘For mill- 
tary reason we refrained until now 
from making public the loss of the 


battle cruiser Lutzow and the cruiser 
Rostock." 


The destruction of the Lutxow was 
claimed in the first statement issued by 
the British admiraity. At the same 
time the British claimed that two Ger- 
man battleships had been sent to the 
bottom and six destroyers, as well as 
the ramming of a submarine, The 
British, however, only claimed to have 
sunk one German light cruiser. 

According to today’s official German 
statement, the loss of eleven ships, 
with a total.displacement of 62,907 
tons and complements of 3,786 officers 
and men is admitied. This is treble 
the first admissions of Berlin and indi- 
cations are that more are to come,
